The actualities of any situation are arhat 
ought to guide the decisions of statesmen. For 
some reason. In respect to international affairs, 
those actualities appear to be lost sight of, or at 
least they become so beclouded by conferences 
and pour parlers as to present no clear vision to 
the public eye. There Is the case of the Inter¬ 
relation of the League of Nations and the Treaty 
of Versailles. The League, deny It who may. was 
embedded In the Treaty, was Incorporated as It 
were with It. and the extent of the Influence of 
the League depends on 1U ability to enforce the 
decrees which stand as the verdict of the Allied 
Nations on the outcome of the Oreat War. The 
faet Is that the Treaty of Versailles. If not as yet 
actually reduced to a scrap of paper, has badly 
frayed edges. Reparations from Oermany have 
gone by the board; Oermany Is re-armlng In 
contravention of the Treaty; her present Gov¬ 
ernment, when Its policies are matured. Is de¬ 
termined to leave of the Treaty not even_tfie 
shreds and patches. 

One of the latter day fallings of masses of 
people whose mentality has been bemused by 
propaganda of one kind or another Is a tendency 
to burke Issues and to sidestep facts of situations 
In the International realm. That is because of the 
character of "Internationalism'' that Is preached. 
The late President Wilson of the United States 
was the author of the League of Nations. Para¬ 
doxically enough one of his Fourteen Points was 
self-determination, whereas the League has de¬ 
veloped on the lines of action which tend to 
destroy this principle In national affairs. It Is 
exactly the same with Disarmament Conferences 
which are children of the League. The main ac¬ 
tuality of the situation, regrettable as It Is. Is 
that the operations of an international body 
built up with peaceful aspirations have not 
softened the asperities of International politics 
They have not Insured universal peace. 

Those who were Instrumental In framing the 
League of Nations and In defining the terms of 
the Treaty of Versailles were not those who fore¬ 
saw and prepared for the Oreat War. They were 
wholly well-intentioned.. It Is true. In treaty, 
making Idealism with the object of putting a 
new diplomacy into effect. In no respect, how¬ 
ever, does the operation of this form of. "Inter¬ 
nationalism" seem to have removed the strain 
and stress of national differences. Europe re¬ 
mains an armed camp. The Disarmament Con¬ 
ference has failed. The League has suffered two 
major defections among the nations In the ab¬ 
sence from Its counsels of Japan and Oermany. 
The former deserted because of League Inter¬ 
ference with the doctrine of self-determination. 
The latter Is a deserter In preparation for scrap¬ 
ping the Treaty of Versailles which. In these lat¬ 
ter years, the League has made little attempt to 
enforce. These are the actualities of the situation 
affecting "Internationalism." They are not being 
faced squarely. It Is action not propaganda that 
decides the course of destiny. Oreat talkers are 
never great doers. 


more to govern decisions affects the extent of 
the mark that Is left on personality. There Is 
grave seriousness In choice where the religious 
life Is concerned. It Is true that life Is made up 
of choices In llttlf things. These are what are 
decided In a period of probation, a training 
ground for larger decisions that sway and govern 
the development of character and personality. 
There Is the quality of moral action to be found 
In choices both great and small. Consistence In 
choice of the lower In preference to the higher 
atrophies the moral sense; It means that there Is 
a darkening of the vision regarding spiritual 
values; a loss of power in appreciating them 
There Is the danger, aSove all, that repeated bad 
choices In the Issues that arise will mean that 
the voice of conscience, because resolutely 
Ignored, will become silent. The conception In 
the human heart that life Is so full of Interest, 
that all its pleasures must be enjoyed If Its full 
values are to be attained, may well tempt the 
devotees of this creed to forget thst such a course 
may not mean development of an Inner harmony 
and consistency of character. The call for a 
decision between competing aims produces a 
tension In life for all those who are not governed 
by the desire to serve Ood and fellow-men most 
effectively. That tension Is between a Christian 
society with the higher standards and the pagan¬ 
ism of msterlallsm with which that society Is 
surrounded. In life there must be selflessness at 
times. The Cross stands as the symbol of self- 
abnegation and self-denial. 

The issues at stgke between quality and 
quantity are not speculative but practical. They 
affect the whole development of the personality 
The right choice braces men and women to 
renewed moral and spiritual vigor. It ought to be 
a high pursuit to bring moral power to Its fullest 
development: to admit the claims of faith and 
what they can accomplish; to realise that un 
belief Is bankruptcy of character, for If spiritual 
powers are neglected or weakened there Is nothing 
left to meet the last great accounting. Faith may 
cost much In the way of self-sacrlflcc. but it has 
abounding recompenses, and one of these Is that 
It makes the present life to be lived one In which 
the world Is to be disciplined to the purposes of 
a higher life where Everlasting Love Is enthroned 
Whatever the distractions that prevail, however 
great preoccupation may be In the search for 
satisfaction of material needs, it Is well always 
to remember that by the conscious exercise of 
spiritual faculties there Is all that Is ultimately 
worth while to be won—"The world passeth away 
and the lust thereof; but he that doeth the will 
of God abideth for ever.”

THE MORAL CHOICE 


There Ik some danger In the modern trend ol 
education that a right proportion U not being 
maintained between scientific and humanistic 
knowledge. It may be possible that at one time 
education was too literary; the problem now Is 
that It may have swung too far In the scientific 
direction. Science submits things to laboratory 
teats. Those matters of life, the Imponderables 
and Invisibles, such as friendship, fellowship and 
loyalty, eannot be measured. It would be well If. 
In any and all schemes of education, sufficient 
stress Is laid on those things that affect the 
course of conduct and that may have little or 
nothing to do with knowledge. Too much atten 
tlon to aclence Is held, In some quarters at least, 
to blunt thought and sensitiveness regarding the 
truest values In life. 

Man has a dual nature. He has that which 
confines him to material preoccupations; there 
are as well the immortal longings of his soul. 
There Is thus an taaue of quantity and quality, a 
duality In human outlook that must be recog¬ 
nised In envisioning life as a whole. The scientific 
task In education Is largely. If not altogether, 
confined to one part of the amalgam. It Is limited 
by the quantitative tether. It wants to know the 
“how" of everything and leaves all too severely 
alone the question of "why." The Issue of the 
"how” and "why" Is the perplexing element In 
many Uvea, apart from education as weU as con¬ 
cerned with It. It Is a matter of finding a balance 
between material needs and spiritual aspira¬ 
tions. Those who claim that they have no need 
for religion since they are too much occupied 
with keeping body and soul together must recog 
nlxe. in deeper moments of thought, that one of 
the component parts of the*human make-up is 
being starved. If life Is to be truly lived both 
must be sustained and one part has far more 
capable powers of development than the other. 

The outlook that calls for all concentration on 
material needs breeds the canker of aelf-centre- 
neas. It denies that there Is a soul as well is a 
body, that there la form as weU as matter, that 
there Is quaUty as weU as quantity. No one. how¬ 
ever self-centred. Is free all the time from making 
a choice which Involves the constituents of the 
human amalgam. It Is true tnat In some lives 
the moral choice, when It clashes with self- 
interest. too often goes by the boird. but even 
those who reject the better way know in their 
hearts that there must be some ends that are 
intrinsically higher than others, and that those 
ends In the scale of Judgment cannot be deter¬ 
mined by laboratory tests. Where ths wrong 
choice Is made there Is the condemnation of an 
accusing conscience. Wrong choices ruin the 
development of character, for each decision In 
life between material ends and spiritual aspira¬ 
tions. between quantity and quality, has its 
effect upon those silent forces which mould the 
future. 

It Is habit that tends to fetter cho:.e. and

URGES STATE 
HEALTHPLAN 

Dr. H. M. Cassidy Addresses 
Greater Victoria Teaching 
Body at Luncheon 


State health insurance, covering 
employees, their wives and depend* 
ents, on a broad basis, including 
cash benefits, medical and dental 
services, hospitalisation, nursing 
service, preventive work among chil¬ 
dren, and co-ordination of medical 
services, was advocated yesterday by 
Dr. H. M. Cassidy, director of social 
welfare, for the Province, in a lun¬ 
cheon address before the Lower Isl¬ 
and District Teachers' Council W 
H. Wilson presided, upwards of ISO 
teachers of the Oreater Victoria area 
attending the function, held in the 
Empress Hotel. 

Preventive medicine was beginning 
to be realized as the key to public 
health. Dr. Cassidy stated. This In¬ 
volved adequate home care and 
proper guidance In the schools, to 
inculcate in growing children rea¬ 
sonable practices In respect to health 
and sanitation. Criminality, it had 
developed, was often the result ol 
juvenile delinquency, the latter 
traceable to lack of supervision of 
the child at adolescent stages. 

BRITISH SCHEME 
Health Insurance had been recom¬ 
mended by Royal Commission lit 
British Columbia, and it was fair to 
examine how the plan worked in 
other countries, the speaker contin¬ 
ued. In Britain, state health insur¬ 
ance had been the outgrowth o: 
guild and private benefit societies, 
some with a n. mbershlp of more 
than a million persons. The scheme 
was ratified by statute In 1911, and 
went Into effect In 1912, with some 
16,500.090 beneficiaries enrolled. 

Costs were split three ways, be 
tween State, employer and employee. 
The employer and employee paid 
nine cents weekly, “health” stamps 
bought at the postoffice going on the 
payroll. To these contributions the 
State added whatever additional sum 
became necessary. The cash bene¬ 
fits were fifteen shillings weekly for 
a limited period, supplemented by 
medical supplies and medical serv¬ 
ices under a panel system. 

Bitterly resisted when unknown 
and new, the British system was 
now generally endorsed in principle, 
while 20,000 physicians were whole¬ 
heartedly behind the plan. Dr. Cas¬ 
sidy continued. Working out of the 
scheme had been assisted by organ¬ 
ized benefit societies, serving also as 
a useful check on abuses In opera¬ 
tion. v — 

WOULD INCLUDE ALL 
The British scheme of Btate health 
insurance ‘could be Improved, the 
speaker said, by nuking it applica¬ 
ble also to the wives of beneficiaries, 
and their dependents, from which 
groups arose most of the ordinary 
expense of ill health. To be effec¬ 
tive. a British Columbia scheme 
should cover all dependents. 

The British scheme did not pro¬ 
vide hospitalization, nursing service 
or dental service, and was opep to 
major objections on these grounds 
It lacked, also, adequate provision 
for preventive work to avoid 111 
health; and was notable for the 
success it had achieved In spite of 
lack of co-ordination of the medical 
ervlces of the country, and a hodge¬ 
podge of unrelated efforts in social 
welfare. Dr. Cassidy declared.

Wherever cathedrals were estab¬ 
lished. similfr song schools were 
established, and the early monas¬ 
teries were the cradle of all church 
music. At that time the work of 
praising Ood was considered to be 
the highest duty of man. and in 
order to give this praise, music was 
Important, pi. Nicholson de- 
rcrlbed the evolution of the early 
form (without harmony, without 
time, and purely melodic) to the 
J beginning of the sixteenth century 
“when music as we now know It 
first came Into existence." with the 
advent of the modem scale strict 
| time, key. and harmony. The re¬

does not believe that there is any 
remedy that will cure all cases of 
ringworm; proper foot hygiene— 
that is the frequent changing of the 
shoes and socks and the thorough 
drying of the toes after washing— 
is the first consideration. There are 
many individuals bathing not less 
than once a day who never think to 
dry the skin between the toes. 

A rather Interesting point is 
brought out by Dr*. O. L. Levin and 
O. H. Silvers in the “Archives of 
Skin Diseases." They thought that 
the reaction of the perspiration in 
the space between the fourth and 
the little toe might have some bear¬ 
ing on the frequency with which 
this space wu infected with the 
little vegetable organism or fungus 
that causes ringworm. They found 
that the perspiration of the skin 
between the toes wu neutral or 
nearly alkaline while the perspira¬ 
tion of the skin on the rest of the 
body (except armpits) wu acid. 

They believe that because the aft- 
can't get to the spaces between the 
tow the perspiration remains so 
long that It becomes less acid and 
so the fungi or organisms get a bet¬ 
ter chance to increase in number 
and cause the irritation known as 
ringworm of the feet. 

They believe that these observa¬ 
tions show the importance of fre¬ 
quent washing and change of socks. 


They recommend the use of talc 
powder containing one to two per) 
cent salicylic acid to prevent thei 
growth of the fungus. 

Among other remedies are boric! 
acid solution, solution potassium I 
permanganate (1-4.000). five per cent; 
ammoniated mlrcury ointment, six ; 
per cent crude tar ointment

tament, Cochlaeus, Dean of Prank*' 
furt, having ferreted the secret from 1 
of the workmen in his cups, 
stopped the press. Osthertng his 
sheets, Tindale fled to Worms. Here 
he found a sympathetic printer. P. 
Bchoeffer—let his name be remem¬ 
bered—who printed 6.000 copies. 
Friendly merchants smuggled them 
Into England and a skilful system of 
cclportag® carried them over the 
whole country. At last, later by 
many years than the Continental 
people. Englishmen had the printed 
word of God in their own tongue. 

BIBLE UNDER A BAN 

The books were under the ban of 
the church. The Archbishop of 
Canterbury even bought up copies 
on the Continent to destroy them 
In England ecctesiasical authorities 
instituted a search so bitterly per-| 
sis tent that of these 6,000 copies only 
two or three survive. But the Con¬ 
tinental press poured new editions 
over the North 8ea.

IS FRUITLESS 

New Federal and Provincial 
Rules Needed to Avert 
Collapse of System

“We passed the Natural Products 
Marketing (B.C.) Act, with every 
Intention of' supporting the Domin¬ 
ion Government in the regulation 
and control of natural products, and 
there can be no going hick now," 
Hon. K. C. MacDonald declared yea- 
terday. as the Oovemment ap¬ 
proached the week-end with the 
new impasse in marketing regula¬ 
tion unsettled. 

The Minister of Agriculture re¬ 
iterated his view that every mar¬ 
keting scheme passed by the Prov¬ 
ince. and those under consideration 
for passage, would be useless with¬ 
out additional regulation under Fed¬ 
eral or provincial authority, or both 
combined. 

COULD WRECK CONTROL 

"Any interested party who de¬ 
sired to do ao could bring products 
into a regulated area and sell them 
there at a price that would break 
up anv marketing scheme." Dr. Mc¬ 
Donald said. "It makes very little 
difference whether such entries 
were made from other points in 
British Columbia, or from outside 
the province, the effect would be 
♦he same. 

The Minister of Agriculture said 
he planned to take up the Immediate 
issue with the Cabinet early this 
week, with a view to deciding the 
Province's course one way or the 
other. 

MAY SEEK HELP 

Meanwhile. It was Indicated that 
the probable outcome may be that 
the Province will ask Ottawa to 
make extra-provincial commodities 
subject to control regulation in Fed¬ 
erally-originated scheme, while the 
Province amends its own regulations 
to confer like powers in respect to 
internal shipments wholly within 
British Columbia. 

Settling a minor issue. Dr. Mac¬ 
Donald rejected the British Colum¬ 
bia sheep marketing scheme yester¬ 
day. advising producers he could 
not assent to the plan in its pres¬ 
ent form, on account of stated leviea, 
failure to provide for a poll of pro¬ 
ducers. and on other grounds. Sheep 
breeders are expected here on Tues¬ 
day to discuss the iasu^

INTEREST RATES 

Toward the end of our fiscal year 
through the co-operation of the 
Dominion Government with the 
Chartered Banks and other Institu¬ 
tions accepting deposits an 
rangement wa* arrived at whereby 
the rate of interest on deposits was 
again reduced the rate upon saving 
deposits being 2% from the 1st 
November Thla reduction was in¬

COLD FEET 

■ *> 

When Whiter comes, cold feet are 
in our midst again. Cold feet are 
the subject of many funny stories, 
but. like most other afflictions, they 
are anything but a Joke to the per¬ 
son who has to 6ear the affliction 

The feet become cold when the 
circulation of the blood In the feet 
la poor. or. in other words, when 
warm blood does not flow through 
the bloodvessels of the feet suffi¬ 
ciently quickly to keep these ex¬ 
tremities warm. . „ 

It Is obvious that anything which 
Interferes with the circulation gives 
rise to.cold feet and hands, noticed 
chiefly In Winter, when the most 
rapid radiation of body heat takes 
place. Those whoec hearts are so 
damaged as to cause poor circula¬ 
tion. which la most evident in the 
parts that are farthest from the 
heart, will complain of cold feet. 

As we grow older, the bloodvessels 
tend to lore aome of thftr natural 
elasticity. The effects of this are 
seen in poorer circulation: As we 
advance In years and our arteries 
become hardened, me are more apt 
to experience the discomfort of cold 
extremities. 

Young perrons are not immune 
to this complaint. In their case, the 
fact that they suffer from cold feet' 
is 1 most often due to their own 
actions. Tight shoes, which, to the 
eye of the owner, may be beautiful, 
are not appreciated by the feet 
which they encare. For one thing, 
they interfere with the blood supply 
and. as we have said already, that 
means cold, uncomfortable feet. 

The blood keeps the feet marm. 
and It can do this quite readllv un¬ 
less the loss of heat ls so rapid that 
heat cannot be supplied quickly 
enough to meet the demand Thin 
soles, on a day when the tempera¬ 
ture Is well down the scale, are more 
than the heating apparatus of the 
body can take care of. and so the 
thin soles have cold feet above them 
•s well M a cold sidewalk below 
them. 

"He has cold feat* Is a phrase 
used to describe those who appar¬ 
ently lack courage. There ls some 
truth in the description, because 
fear caures the arteries to contract, 
and. then follow,,ln natural sequence, 
poor circulation and chilling of the 
skin, including the feet. 

Those who suffer from cold f?et 
should seek the cause of the trouble. 
It may h? a symptom of anaemia or 
other abnormal condition of the 
body. In all cases, loose shoes and 
storklngs. of a weight that ls suited 
to the weather, will help. A dip In 
cool water, followed by a brisk rub 
with a rough towel, helps to main¬ 
tain a good circulation In the pari*. 
This * hould be practised at bedtime 
by those whose feet are cold at 
nights.

"Now there were some points of

2. One appointed by the Bureau 
of Municipal Affairs to represent the 
creditors; 

). One appointed by the Bureau of 
Municipal Affairs, an Independent 
person, to be chairman. 

They took the ground that local 
autonomy would be preserved, and 
that possibly voluntary applications 
for administration under such a 
board would be made by districts In 
distress, and. further, that In adjoin¬ 
ing districts, one board could func¬ 
tion. 

My own view is that the appoint¬ 
ment of a man who has never been 
connected with the district at all In 
supreme charge is far better. There 
would be no wire-pulling by members 
of the council, as the council under 
our system ceases to exist. He is 
not Interested In local Jealousies and 
is much more likely to conduct the 
business on the same basis as he 
would his own. The argument used 
that two districts could be consoli¬ 
dated under one board holds. I 
think, no special water, as that could 
be done th the present case, and was 
so done tn North Vancouver and 
with the district. 

KEEP OF PRISONERS 
With reference to the administra¬ 
tion of Justice and keep of prisoners, 
from several points In the Province 
we received the same complaint 
namely, that it was unfair to place 
on them the various costa of prose¬ 
cution. sending to Oakalla and keep¬ 
ing the prisoners. We had cases 
from the Interior where criminals 
had only recently arrived In their 
district, committed some major 
crime, and the entire coat fell on the 
municipality. In addition. If he was 
a married man With a family, one- 
half of on ollow^cf to the family 
under the Mothers’ Pension Act 
might legally be added to the coat 
of the municipality.

was placed on the municipalities. 
Several delegates were honest enough 
to say that ss previously the whole 
cost hod been assumed by the Oov¬ 
emment «Provincial'. there had 
been some municipalities too ready 
to recommend mothers for pensions, 
but despite that statement it was 
felt by the Commission that the en¬ 
tire cost should be borne by the Oov¬ 
emment and that they could well 
guard against imposition If they 
used effectively the Workmen’s 
Compensation Board staff of doctors 
or others to pass on each case. 

PROVINCIAL CARES 

The same can be said of the cost 
ot Tranqullle snd the mental hospi¬ 
tals. viz., that they should be s pro¬ 
vincial responsibility. As far as 
Tranqullle is concerned, one has but 
to take the picture of the Okanagan 
to realise how unfair It is to charge 
part of that cost to th£ municipality.

Improvement Is Reflected 
In Imperial Bank Report 

.Substantial Gains Toward Recovery Giled at An¬ 
nual Meeting — Current I^oans, Assets and 
Earnings All Show Inereases 


Am the Imperial Bank of Canada 
is the first of our chartered banka 
to present a statement of its affairs 
for the preceding twelve months, 
the statement ia reviewed with par¬ 
ticular interest by Canadian busi¬ 
nessmen. 

The statement presented at the 
sixtieth annual meeting of the bank 
held in Toronto, last Wednesday, 
might properly be termed a record 
of progress as Improvement is shown 
in many departments of the banks 
activities compared with twelve 
months ago. The addresses from 
the president and the general man¬ 
ager are both informative and con¬ 
structive. 

A. E. Phipps, the general manager, 
in his address dealt very largely 
with the bank’s figures, and stated 
;hat they reflected an improvement 
all along the Lne, while the presi¬ 
dent, F. A. Rolph. speaking of the 
progress made in Canada during the 
past twelve months, expressed the 
view that there had been substantial 
gains toward recovery and a general 
growth In Canadian business. 

REVIEWS CONDITIONS 

The president reviewed interna¬ 
tional conditions, both economic and 
social. In his view, th* problem of 
first magnitude is the redistribution 
of products 

He dealt at some length with busi¬ 
ness conditions in Canada and the 
I outlook for 1935. In his survey he 
covered each province from British 
Columbia to Quebec, the district 
served by the bank through Its chain 
of branches. Particular reference 
was made to the Western farmer 
who, lt was stated, was of good heart 
and carrying on with the desire to 
rheet all his financial obligations 
In Britian Columbia, Mr. Rolph 


should Saskatchewan harvest an 
average crop in 1935, it would aid 
materially in meeting present finan¬ 
cial difficulties. In Manitoba, there 
la considerable optimism toward the 
year ahead of us, while in Ontario 
and Quebec, there has been recovery 
in manufacturing and better com¬ 
modity prices prevail. 

INCREASE IN PROFITS 

The general manager, in present¬ 
ing the figures of the bank s state¬ 
ment. pointed out that the profits 
for the year were $1,231,992, or 
nearly $29,000 greater than in the 
previous twelve months. These 
profits allow the payment of divi¬ 
dends at the rate of 10 per cent per 
annum, the writing to contingencies 
of $300,000 as against $250,000 lasf mark 
year, and the carrying forward of 
$595,775, almost $15,000 more than 
the amount carried forward last 
year. 

Deposits stand at $106,761,943. an 
improvement of $2312.993. This in¬ 
crease is altogether in savings bank 
deposits, which are shown at $S5.- 
651.459

NEW YORK. Dec. 1 (AP> — AcX- 
in*-Captain William F Warms and 
Chlrf Engineer Eben 6 Abbott, of 
the Morro Caxtle. are under arrest, 
accused of criminal negligence In 
the burning of the liner off the 
New Jersey shore. September t. 

They are the first United Stales 
marine officers to be held on such 
charges since 1904. when the excur¬ 
sion steamer General gkxum burned 
with the km of more than 900 llvea. 
At lea$f 124 persons met death In 
the Morro Castle fire. 

Warms and Abbott were arrested, 
yesterday, as. under subpoena, they 
paced back and forth outside the 
room In which a Federal grand Jury 
is renewing the disaster. The grand 
Jury's term expires on Monday and 
ita report is expected by then. 

Conviction on the charges con¬ 
tained tn the warrants—that because 
of negligence “the lives of upwards 
of ten persons were destroyed ’— 
carries a maximum sentence of ten 
years In prison and a $10,000 fine. 

They were held In bail of $2,500 
jeach for further hearing December 
1 12. The bond was provided by an 
attorney for the Ward Line, operator 
of the Morro Castle.

PARIS. Dec. 1 (AP).—Premier PN 
erre EUenne Flan din got an over¬ 
whelming vote of confidence in the 
Chamber of Deputies today as he 
pushed the 1935 budget, with its 12.- 
000.000,000 francs, (approximately

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a little village clustered around an 
ancient church of grey stone. 

Untouched by modem industrial¬ 
ism, it looked much as it must have 
looked, except for the railway and 
the motor highways, two or three 
hundred years ago. 

HISTORIC PLACE 

As related, we came to Littlemore. 
just outside Oxford, the vicarage 
and church of which were the scene 
of the agony of mind through which 
Newman found his way to peace in 
the Roman communion. 

They made Newman a prince of 
the church, but he will be remem¬ 
bered wherever the English language 
is spoken, not as Cardinal Newman, 
but as the author of s great Eng¬ 
lish classic; his ‘‘Apologia.’' 

This bit of country is full of as¬ 
sociations with men who made his¬ 
tory as well as those, like Newman, 
who made literature. At Thame, a 
quaint little market town, the gram¬ 
mar school still stands, and is still 
in active service, that John Hamp¬ 
den attended, and it was to Thame 
that they bore him. sdrely wounded 
at the battle of Chalgrove Field, to 
die. 

Farther along the line, soon after 
it has passed into Buckinghamshire, 
reach Bradenham. where, early in 
the nineteenth century, an old Jew 
named Isaac Disraeli bought a 
beautiful estate and wrote his 
“Curiosities of Literature.” 

Whereby it happened that his son 
Benjamin spent his youth amid the 
woods of Bradenham, snd came to 
have such a love for the county 
that he was associated with it 
politically throughout his life, rep¬ 
resenting it in the House of Com¬ 
mons continuously for twenty-eight 
years and taking his title from the 
village of Beaconsfleld nearby. 

The great Earl of Beaconsfleld 
might hsve been buried in West 
minster Abbey, near his great oppo¬ 
nent, Gladstone, but he left lilstruc- 
tlons indicating his preference for 
the quiet churchyard of Hughenden. 
hard by Bradenham. on the west¬ 
ern slope of the Chi Items, in a 
countryside which he, of alien 
progenlture, loved and delighted in 
as much as any lord of the manor 
of twenty generations. 

CHILTERN HUNDREDS 

leaving the railway at High 
Wycombe, where the factor.es that 
are here invading one of the most 
beautiful parts of England have 
left unspoiled as yet the old six¬ 
teenth century buildings that cluster 
about the market place, I drove by 
road through Amersham. where in 
the days of the later Plantagenets. 
the Lollards were burnt. 

And. arriving at my destination. 

I found to my surprise that there 
really was such a place as the Chil- 
tera Hundreds and that I was in 
them. 

Until then the Chiltem Hundred 
had been, for me. merely a political 
expression. 

Members cannot resign from the 
House of Commons, so when one 
wants to withdraw he “applies for 
the Stewardship of the Chiltern 
Hundreds.’’ * 

Apparently the stewardship is al¬ 
ways vacant, expectantly awaiting 
the advent of a member of Parlia¬ 
ment who wishes to retire. 

And when it gets him it doc* not 
keep him long. He performs no 
functions unless It be to scknowl-1 
edge receipt of his nominal salary j 
for the day or two that he continues 
in office. 

For. you see. the stewardship is 1 
'a place of profit under the Crown,” 
and the moment a member of the, 
House of Commons accepts a place 
of profit under the Crown he there- 1 
by vacates his seat. , 

So, if there had been no Chiltern j 
Hundreds it would hsve been neces- j 
»ary to Invent them. I had had a 1 
▼ague idea that something of the 
sort had been done until, as I say, 

I suddenly found myself in them. 

NEWS FROM CANADA 

With one exception, such English 
newspapers as I have seen have 
contented themselves with record¬ 
ing the bare fact of the resignation 
of the Hon. H. H. Stevens and at¬ 
tributing it vaguely to “differences 
in the cabinet.’’ 

There Is nothing surprising in 
this. Only in one or two Journals, 
such as The London Times, which 
really endeavor to cover world news, 
does one find from day to day any¬ 
thing about Canada except the rate 
of exchange with Montreal. 

It so happens, however v that, as I 
hsve mentioned before. Hannen 
8 waller, the political columnist of 
The Daily Herald, the c hfr f organ 
of the Labor Party, was'In Canada 
for a few days last Summer snd 


impressed with the evi¬ 
dence emphasized by Mr. Stevens in 
his famous pamphlet on the trade 
probe, as published in a number of 
Canadian newspapers. 

Bo. the day after the news was re¬ 
ceived in this country, Mr. 8woffer 
gave up his whole column to reflec¬ 
tions on the probe ahd the pamph¬ 
let and the resignation. 

Unfortunately there Is not much 
enlightenment in all this for the 
English readeh, more . especially 
since Mr. Swaffer manages to assert, 
first, that Mr. 8tevens. “sick of the 
graft and corruption he unearthed 
during his probe Into Big Business, 
has got out,’’ and, second, that 
“Bennett has kicked out Stevens.’’ 

Probably Mr. Swaffer was chort¬ 
ling too much over the opportunity 
the resignation give him to re¬ 
vamp the pamphlet for the benefit 
of British Socialists to notice or 
care about the Inconsistency. 

Notwithstanding which. It Is re¬ 
freshing to find a writer in an Eng¬ 
lish daily, even Mr. Swaffer and in 
a Labor daily, discovering that 
there is news in Canadian events. 

PAMPERED PEDESTRIAN 

Gradually the right of the “pam 
pered pedestrian’’ to get himself 
killed or injured by motor traffic is 
being brought within stricter and 
stricter limits. 

Mr. Hore-Belisha, the Minister of 
Transport, who Issues new regula 
tlons about once a month, has now 
ordained that pedestrians who break 
the rules as to the use of crossings 
shall be on exactly the same foot 
ing in a legal sense as motorists 
who do so. 

Formerly If a motorist disre¬ 
garded traffic lights, or the raised 
hand of s policeman where there 
were no traffic lights, he was liable 
to a fine of 835. The pedestrian 
who did so might hsve to pay at 
most 8125. In both cases, of 
course, there would be the costs as 
well. 

Now the maximum fine for motor¬ 
ist and pedestrian alike is $10. 

The pedestrian stUl has the right 
of way at all marked crossings not 
governed by lights or police, but he 
must not linger on his way across 
the street and so delay traffic. 

For the present, however, the 
'edeatrian can avoid trouble with 
the police by crossing where there 
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avor 


is no marked crossing at all. He 
may be killed, but he won’t be fined 

1 surmise, however, that even this 
last liberty will not bt permitted 
him very much longer From the 
time Mr. Hore-Belisha began mark¬ 
ing crossings and laying down more 
and more regulations governing 
their use X have been of the opinion 
that he was leading up to a grand 
climax—an order forbidding the 
pedestrian to cross the street any¬ 
where but at a point where the 
famous Bellsha beacons snd the 
studs In the roadway indicated his 
proper path. 

And when jaywalking Is made 
illegal, the lam will begin, for the 
British pedestrian believes he has 
a right to step off the pavement 
into the roadway, when and where 
he pleases, and before the question 
is settled he is likely to take It to 
the House at’Lord*. 

ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 

In England the elementary schools 
are in the hands of education com¬ 
mittees appointed by the municipal 
authorities, the old school boards 
having been abolished many yean 
ago. 

The cost of education is defrayed 
partly from the rates and partly 
from grants made by the Govern¬ 
ment. These latter are controlled 
by a national authority, the Board 
of Education. 

It will be remembered that three 
years ago the National Government, 
facing a great financial crisis, called 
a halt as far as possible on public 
expenditure snd exhorted local au¬ 
thorities to follow suit. 

The city of Liverpool. It appesn, 
took the Government at Its word— 
at least in respect of the elementary 
schools. Regardless of needs, new 
construction was stopped. 

Liverpool, however, seems to have 
overdone it. A Government In¬ 
spector who had been sent down to 
report on the situation found that 
no less than thirty-six buildings 
should be replaced and that a num¬ 
ber of new schools should be built to 
remedy the overcrowding In the 
rest. 

The report was sent to Liverpool 


in due course, but nothing hap¬ 
pened. Liverpool sstback, remem¬ 
bering that the order to economize 
had not yet been cancelled. 

It was something of a bombshell, 
therefore, when the Board of Edu¬ 
cation wrote to the town clerk 
«Liverpool is a cHy now. but It had 
a town clerk before it became a city, 
so it .continues to have s town clerk 
and not a city clerk. Just as it has 
a town hall fmd not a city hall) 
telling him that the failure of the 
council to remedy the conditions 
cited in the report had endangered 
the Government grant for 1933-4. 

What this meant will be better 
appreciated when It Is stated that 
the annual cost of elementary edu¬ 
cation in Liverpool (that of children 
under fourteen years of age) ex¬ 
ceeds 67.500.000. snd that the Gov¬ 
ernment contributes half of it. 

The Board of Education said that 
Liverpool would be let off this time 
with s warning. Th grant would be 
paid for 1983-4, but woe betide the 
city if things were not Improved 
during the current year. 

8 o Liverpool must find a few mil¬ 
lions for new schools. 

Ttv problems arising from the 
cost of education seem pretty much 
the same on Merseyside as in Vic¬ 
toria. 

According to The British Medics! 
Journal, even at this distance of 
time, men are being robbed of their 
sight by the effects of poison gas 
encountered during the war. 

The sixteenth year, writes Dr. 
Reginald Bickerton, opthalmlc 
surgeon at 8t. 'bunstan’s, appears 
to be the critical one. 

No cases of war-blindness due to 
gas were admitted to 8t. DunstanY 
last year, but of nineteen new cases 
admitted this year, five were caused 
by gas. As he remark*. It is sur¬ 
prising both to the public and' to 
medical men that veterans are still 
being admitted to St. Dunstan’s 
with blindness due to the war.

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T HIS story Is not written with the In¬ 
tention of extolling the scenic charms, 
the natural advantages and the health¬ 
ful climate of Vancouver Island to Its real- 
dents. Not only those who have lived here for 
years, but the thousands who have come for 
brief visits are convinced that the Island Is a 
place of wonderful beauty. But what are we 
going to do with these assets—this wonderful 
heritage that has been given to us by Nature? 
That is the question that requires answering. 
It la a practical and sensible question. 

To get a proper setting and perspective It 
might be well to look back Into history. The 
shores of Vancouver Island were first visited 
by Captain James Cook In lTfg. Here he found 
the Indians wearing robes of sea otter skins. 
When news of this reached the civilised 
world, adventurers came from the Orient, from 
England, from United States and from Prance 
In quest of the oostly furs. They sailed round 
the Horn In tiny ships, and Invariably put In 
at Hawaii lor refreshment before completing 
their Journey to this wild coast. This Is In¬ 
teresting. It Is well worth recalling that the 
original settlement of the Hawaiian Islands 
was Incidental to the fur trade ofT Vancouver 
Island s coast. 

Spain and Great Britain almost came to 
war over the right of trade and the privilege 
of settlement here. Their dispute ended 
without either nation taking advantage of the 
possibilities offered by the establishment of 
permanent communities. 

Years passed; the sea otter was hunted to 
the point of practical extinction by the natives 
to meet the wishes of their white visitors. 
Than trade waned. 

Founded on Fur 

T HE maritime traders faded from the pic- 
ture, to be replaced by the fur trader 
who sought the pelts of land animals, and 
under that efficient organisation that had ex¬ 
tended Its efforts across the continent—the 
Hudson's Bay Company—settlement was 
started. Port Victoria was founded as a fur 
trading post. 

Extending Its held of operations. Nanaimo 
was started by the same company as a coal 
mining centre. The Hudson s Bay Company 
was keeping abreast of the times. Coal was 
now a maritime requirement. fok'Tteam was 
replacing sail on the high seas as the motive 
power of commerce carriers. Hence a new In¬ 
dustry established a new community on the 
Island. 

pur trading was on the decline. Then came 
the discovery of gold, and with It came thou¬ 
sands of adventurers, their minds fired with 
the flame of fancied riches. They came, not 
as permanent settlers, content to work and 
watt for fortune, but In the hope of quickly 
^ acquired wealth to be taken elsewhere to 
purchase the ease and comforts that would 
recompense them for the toll and privations 
endured In attaining it. 

Pot every one person who won riches from 
the river bars fifty failed to.do so. The result 
was what may be termed the "first depres¬ 
sion." Hundreds of men were Idle. They had 
to be cared for and fed. Then tt eras that the 
Ooverament started a movement to the land. 
Excursions were run to Cosrichan and to 
Comax, and the foundations of the. gnat 
farms of those localities were established. 
About the same time saw-mllllng may be said 
to have started, when Captain 8tamp built 
his mill at Alberni. 

Fur trading blossomed again for a time, 
when organised fleets sought the fur seals of 
the Coast. These swift schooners, manned by 


daring men. for the most part claimed Vic- - 
torla, the crid fur post, as their headquarters. 

e 

Prosperous Djys 

AvrrORI>D trade compelled the building of 
W the railway across the continent, and 
with this development of the transportation 
system, with its application of steam to fast- 
moving vehicles. British Columbia prospered. 

As the oldest established commercial section 
of the West. Vancouver Island shared In that 
prosperity. Here were the Industries inci¬ 
dental to Increased' population; here the 
depots of food were established, and here large 
mercantile houses are located. This period, 
from the building of the C P U. until the turn 
of the century was, perhaps, the moat pros¬ 
perous in the history of Vancouver Island. 

Where Is that prosperity now? Where Is 
the fur trade? Where are the great industrial 
manufacturing plants, where are the wholesale 
establishments? What of the coal trade?— 
the memories of old Wellington, of South 
Wellington, of Extension and of Ladysmith 
mock the question. 

Vancouver Island has fallen victim to the 
changing times. Such Is a condition that wt 
would do well to face—and face without fear. 
The changing times have created a new field* 
of prosperity—and In that sphere Vancouver 
Island Is pre-eminent. Just as Nature gave to 
these shores the means of attracting the first 
navigators; just as she stored the crust of the 
earth with thick seams of coal, and even as 
she located the Island at the gateway to the 
regions of gold, so she provided an inexhaust¬ 
ible wealth for the future—for the benefit of 
the Island dwellers when moat required. It is 
the abundant beauty of the Island; the most 
temperate climate known, and manifold means 
of enjoyment of the healthy and Invigorating 
pastimes of the great outdoors. In short. 
Nature designed Vancouver Island as -the 
Playground of the World. 

Must Be Won 

N ATURE, however, Is a shrewd banker. 

She does not readily confer her favors 
unless those who are to profit by them display 
an inclination to help themselves towards the 
complete enjoyment of her bounty. The sea 
otter pelts were obtained by those who risked 
hardships to attain them; the coal seams 
which she planted were useless to man until 
mined; the gold was valueless In the beds of 
streams or hidden in the ledges of the moun¬ 
tains, and the rich, black soil of the valleys 
did not yield the produce of the markets until 
cultivated. So it Is that to enjoy the full 
benefits of selling scenery; of realising on the 
advantages of climate and the capitalisation 
of the charms of the sheltered waters, the 
park-like -glades and the rugged mountains, 
Vancouver Lvland must be prepared to bestir 
herself and meet the requirements of this age 
of travel and amusement. 

Can It be done? That Is a fair question. 
Let us see what others have accomplished. 

Profit in Friendliness 

F IRST let us look at the Hawaiian Islands 
—the group to which our fur trade gave 
Us first civilization. The white population of 
the Hawaiian group Is much leas than that 
of Vancouver Aland. It entails a long Jour¬ 
ney to reach Its chief port of Honolulu. Its 
nearest approach to this continent Is 2.400 
miles. The progressive citizens of Hooolulu 
recognized that they had an attraction to sell 
—climate. They organized to let the world 
know about tt: to make their city attractive,

Morning Casts Its Shadows 


N OT many people in this country Jpow 
the name of Angelica Maranoff In 
the hidden places of modern Russian 
intrigue. however, her name is famous I 
have never met her. and only once came 
across traces of her work In bigland On 
that one occasion her mind directed a plot In 
which It was proposed to set up a Communist 
dictator In England. By this you will under¬ 
stand that she is a lady of big Ideaa 
We first got on her trail when s police raid 
on a cheap lodging house near Blacklrlars 
revealed correspondence. Incautiously signed 
with her own name, in which she said she 
was coming over to England. That, from 
what we already know of her. meant business! 
We have a dossier of this lady at the Yard. 
She is about twenty-seven, slender, of medium 
height, with smooth black hair and unusually 
attractive appearance. Also, she dresses as 
tastefully as s Frenchwoman, and with the 
expensive simplicity of an American million¬ 
airess. 

Her father was sent to Siberia, and never 

heard of again; her mother was killed during 
the Tsarist regime. The girls mind became 
unhinged with grief. From childhood she has 
thought only of out thing—the destruction of 
the class responsible for the deaths of her 
parents. She has since became Chief Soviet 
Courier, because the Soviet knows well how 
to use such hatreds as hers. We have records 
of her work In Italy, just before Mussolini's 
coup brought that country from out of the 
very crater of anarchy. She was later im- 
TrUoned tn Spain, but was apparently Tt-' 
leased. At different times she was reported 
to be flitting through Oermany and France. 

Makers of Trouble 

w r HEREVER she goes, revolution and un- 
W rest follow. Therefore, when we came 
across the tetters gaying that she was visiting 
England, we instituted a thorough search for 
the lady. From the dates of the letters, we 
gathered that she had already landed in 
England. We sifted all London, where we had 
reason to suspect that she was hiding, only to 
find a trail already cold. 8he had left again 
by a Soviet wheat ship from the Pool of 
London—apparently on the afternoon of the 
very day when we raided the house in Black- 
friars. 

But I knew enough about her to know that 
she would not ha^e deserted England until 
whatever plans she had come to perfect were 
laid to the last detail. The next search was 
for those plans. I went back to the house 
where we hid found her letters, and asked a 
number of questions of some of the lodgers 
there. The papers we had seised belonged 
to a man who. since our raid, had been lodg¬ 
ing at His Majesty’s expense. He had been 
the secretary of an English anarchist club, 
though his fellow boarders and landlord knew 
nothing of that. 


All they could say was that he had had all 
sorts of queer visitors, some of them coming 
at unearthly hours of the night. Among the 
latter, a beautiful girl had been noticed, 
answering very well to our description of 
Angelica Maranoff. The man who had seen 
her had come in after midnight from visit¬ 
ing friends, and had found her and a tall, 
aristocratic man with s scarred cheek walling 
on the doorstep.

Uiing Number System 

I N one of the letters the Russian flrl had 
■aid the would come “with 3M." I had 
eieretaed my brain a food deal about JM,“ 
and had a theory about him. The 
apparently, stood for a man I took a eery 
close description of the arlstocrstlc-lookln* 
man with the scar, and then went to the 
nearest poatcfflre and befan patiently to 
search a London directory. 

I waa looking tor all the streets which had 
a house number 354” in them. There are not 
many lone streets In London, and I soon had 
a Hat of them an Then I hired a taxi, and 
started at each No. 3S4 In London. At the 
third. caU I struck lucky. A tall, tentleman 
with a scar on hia right cheek rented a room 
there. His name was Jacob Bronsteln. 

I searched his room. It proved to be little 
more than a poate restanie address A small 
writing desk In one comer was fastened with 
a powerful lock But to defeat criminals we 
have to know their methods, and the lock 
did not give me much trouble. The desk 
contained some correspondence which 1 
commandeered It also contained a blotting- 
pad which had been used a good deal. The 
pad looked aa If It had been used very 
recently, and I found, sure enough, thst Bron¬ 
steln had been to the house the night before. 

I held the blotting-paper up to a looking- 
glass over the mantelpiece, and could 
back the most recent marks. An 
had been blotted, and I could faintly make 
out the address It was a place In Soho, al¬ 
ready known to ua as the headquarters of a 
powerful Communist organization 
hitherto kept Itself precisely within the bounds 
of the law. 

I Suspect Something 

I WENT straight to Soho, but dismissed my 
taxi in Charing Cross Road When I 
reached the shop to which the letter had been 
addressed. I suspected something was happen¬ 
ing there at that very moment, A big Italian 
was lounging In the street outside, and a 
small, ferret-faced man hung about in the 
ahop doorway. Neither were ostensibly doing 
anything, but they glanced at each other 
occasionally. It was obvious that both were 
guards, and. judging by the inactivity of both 
men's right har.ds In their jacket pockets, they 
probably carried revolvers. 

If such precautions were being taken, there 
were certainly no time to lose. I walked 
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boldly towards the shop. The small man stood without allowing me to pass. The other man 
In' the entry, and asked me what I wanted came nearer. 


• Don't be a fool." I said urgently, in an Im¬ 
portant whisper. T’ve got a message for 
Bronsteln. From MUe. Maranoff * 

Both men stared at me very doubtfully. 
Finally, the smaller one nodded. “Oo up. 
then.” he muttered. 

I passed into the shop, where the proprietor 
waa sluing reading an afternoon racing 
HKCtal. and. taking the hint, went up the dingy 
stairs at the aide. At the top were two doors. 
I could hear the murmur of voices from be¬ 
hind one. and the .noue ceased abruptly as 
I knocked and walked In without waiting tor 
an answer. 

There were five men in the room, which 
waa obviously being used for a sort of com¬ 
mittee meeting At the head of the table sat 
a fine-looking man with a scarred cheek. I 
could hardly believe my eyes when I looked 
at him. He waa not Jacob Bronsteln. but a 
ftgnancler of world tame who had apparently 
found the alias useful. 

A Multi-Millionaire 

O F the others, one waa a Greek multi¬ 
millionaire. another a foreign ship owner, 
and the remaining two were English anarchist 
leaders well known to me. One of these 
latter was “wanted" on a number of serious 
charges, and waa supposed to be in sanctuary 
In the Far East at the time. 

The Oreek had before him on the table a 
sheaf of papers, obviously memoranda of the 
discussions of the meeting. I walked forward 
and reached out my hand for the papers. 

“You are under arrest, gentlemen.'' 1 said, 
giving them the usual warning. “Oire me 
that sheet of notes, please.'* 

The Oreek thought the game was up. They 
all seemed to think that I had a squad of 
constables outside to back me up But the 
man with the scar jumped round the table 
and snatched at the paper aa my fingers 
touched It. Next second, my whistle was 
shrilling and we were all mixed up in a heap 
fighting for possession of the paper It was 
like a rugby scrum. But I had the ball—or 
rather the document—and meant to hang an 
it It. 

It was a bit of luck for me that a police¬ 
man returning home after a spell of duty 
happened to be in the street outside, and 
heard my whistle even through the closed 
window. He recognised Its urgency from the 
abrupt way It waa cut off. when the five men 
came down on top of me. The policeman 
blew his own whistle, and came running up 
the stairs at the heels of the two gunmen He 
got them with his truncheon while they were 
dodging round trying to get a sight of me. 
and. by the time some of my assailants had 
turned on him. other policemen had arrived 
It was quite a complete' coup. The paper 
which caused all the trouble was tom In three 
pieces, but was otherwise quite readable. 


Plot It Laid Bare 

T HE notes, and other evidence we were 
able to gather together from the room 
and the lodgings of the conspirator*, laid bare 
one of the most skilful anarchist plots of 
modem times. 

The three financiers were to put several 
millions of pounds into a scheme for a com¬ 
bined general strike, and an armed rising of 
certain foreign dockside elements. In two.of 
our big cities.- Planned as it was, the out¬ 
break would have so disorganised the country's 
business that there seemed a chance—at least 
in the minds of the plotters—to form an 
anarchist dictatorship, and run this country 
on Russian lines 

It was realized, of course, that the great 
bulk of England would never agree to such 
a step. But they hoped that our national 
sense of security wefod quieten us until. In 
two or three swift moves, the plan was too 
far advanced to be slopped save by widespread 
bloodshed. 

Man With the Scar 


T HE wickedest part of the scheme was the 
part assigned to the three real originators, 
whose leader was the man with the acar. They 
were to operate market* from outside this 
country, and make Inconceivable profits by 
a foreknowledge of political events in Great 
Britain. Their own skins would never have 
been risked in the slightest, but they, not their 
anarchist dupes, would have raked In all the 
gains The latter. Indeed, could hardly have 
done other than end in gaol or get themselves 
shot, for we at the Yard would not have 
been so slow to take action as they fondly 
imagined. But. even if the effort had ended 
In smoke and the English participators In 
prison, the three foreign financiers would 
have made several millions between them, and 
done endless mischief to British trade and 
credit 

I was very satisfied.- indeed, that one of 
them, at least, had not only failed to save his 
precious skin but was unconscious for ten 
minutes Or so after our little melee ended 
The others were In little better plight. 

They were tried on comparatively minor 
charges, because at the time we were still 
busy unravelling odds and ends of the plot, 
and did not want to be disturbed by too much 
publicity. But they all received severe 
sentences I don't Think any of The three 
foreigners will ever risk coming on English 
soil again, while their dupes must have learned 
that it does not always pay to trust to specious 
people who promise the rpillennlum in ex¬ 
change 'for a violent jolting of the world's 
finance

John Hampden—Statesman and Patriot 


By DORA KITTO 

I LIKE to dream of the quiet villages and 
green slopes of the Chlltern Hills and to 
picture the men of Buckinghamshire, who 
came riding along the rutty lanes and over 
the muddy fields on g day in early January 
three hundred year* ago. They were gather¬ 
ing from town, village and cuddling hamlet 
to join In a purposeful errand and there was 
much stamping of horses and jingling of 
harness, laughing and shouting, as the men 
came riding, four thousand strong, towards 
London. The footsteps of their horses must 
liave sounded as the pulsing heart-beat of a 
nation, torn In a life and death struggle for 
liberty. 

It was January 12. 1642. and the men of 
Buckingham had come to petition the King 
for justice to their leader. John Hampden, 
statesman and patriot. In their hats they 
carried copies of the Orand Remonstrance, 
which Parliament had printed, and which 
cited the misdeeds of the Sovereign over a 
period of sixteen yean. 8tuart folly had 
reached a high water mark In October. 1634. 
when Charles I. without consent of Parlia¬ 
ment. demanded the payment of the tax 
known as 8hip Money. Hampden, living in 
his peaceful home la the Chlltems. refused 
to pay It, as he had not long before refused 
to pay another tax levied by the authority of 
the King, alone. For this act of defiance he 
had suffered Imprisonment in the Oate House, 
and the punishment had left Its mark upon 
him for the reat of his days. 

Hampden had sat for six years in the 
Parliaments of James I, and also in those of 
Charles I. No man more deeply longed for 
peace and the fields and woodlands of his 
native shire called to every fibre of his being. 
Hia family had owned great wealth and the 
estate in Buckinghamshire had been given to 
them from King Edward the Confessor. Of 
good education and possessing the most de¬ 
sirable qualities of heart and mind. Hampden 
was regarded as a man of unimpeachable 
virtue and honesty. The payment of the 8hip 
Money Tax would have worked no hardship, 
indeed, to one less sincere in purpose, the 
road of least resistance would have been the 
easier on to travel. It eras not. however, the 
road for John Hampden, whose patriotism 
belonged as much to the whole nation as to 
his home county. That he longed for peaceful 
rulership. Is shown by the words Inscribed 
upon a locket he wore: 

“Not against the King I fight. 

But for the King and country's right." 

Political Turmoil 

C IRCUM8TANCE. however, compelled him 
to become a leader of men against the 
encroachments of a tyrannical monarchy 
The momentous year 1634 fc*ind him not only 
bereft of hia wife and left with nine young 
children, but engaged in that political tur¬ 
moil which ended In cfvll war. Tried for re* 
fusing to pay Ship Money, the judges decided 
against Mm, for we are told that there had 
been much solicitation, hopes of preferment 
and threats The uneasiness of the country 
increased. Symptoms of the brooding storm 
were becoming more and more evident in 
January. 1642 the King was possessed of the 
fatal Idea of Impeaching five members of the 


House of Commons and one of the Lords for 
high treason. The Orest Remonstrance had 
been printed and scattered over the land, and 
Charles tried to buy the loyalty of John Pym. 
the Parliamentary leader, by offering him the 
Chancellorship of the Exchequer. This he re¬ 
fused. The five members effected their 
spectacular escape from the House to avoid 
arrest by the Kings men. The Queen fled 
to Holland, taking with her the crown jewel*. 
These she sold to procure supplies for the 
King's army. Angry messages were passing 
all too frequently between the Sovereign and 
his Parliament, but neither side would yield. 
It waa at this juncture that the men of 
Buckingham rode to Westminster to ask for 


more quickly. Too soon the orange scarves 
and the blue coats, the red. purple and green 
were to be stained by the storm and stress 
of warfare, but gathered from the countryside 
under their respective leaders, the t ft ops 
provided a picturesque touch in an ever-chang¬ 
ing scene. 


Chalgrove Field 


I T was early on a Sunday mera.ni. June It. 

when Prince Rupert, mhcee name is for 
ever tainted by acta of cruelty and rapacity, 
was forced to a skirmish with Hampden in a 
field of golden corn, at Chalgrove. As the 
corn was being trampkd in blood.. Hampden 
was seen to ride slowly, and half fainting.

W HEN Charles refused his consent to a

Money; the chalice cup he used at hia com¬ 
munion; his helmet, some family portraits 
and a Bible, with entries of the Hampdens 
and Cromwells, who were related, but interest¬ 
ing as these relics may prove, the name of 
John Hampden lives without them 
1 know no part of England which is more 
deeply associated with the stories of great 
men and great deed*, than this historical 
strip of country, measuring fifty-three miles 
by twenty-seven, and I like to fancy that the 
spirit of Jolrn Hampden and the men of 
Buckingham might come riding over the green 
slopes of the hills, and gathering In the peace¬ 


ful valleys, today. They would see the same 
leafy woodland paths that they knew, and the 
golden corn ripening where It was trampled 
in blood at Chalgrove on that -Sunday morning 
in June. The skylark, singing, still wings its 
flight towards the blue; the daisies powder 
the green award aa they did three hundred 
years ago. and the Oreen Coats of Bucking¬ 
ham. who fought about their leader and 
marched beside his body with muffled drums 
and arms reversed, might point us to an un¬ 
marked grave and say, “There he* John 
Hampden, soldier and patriot, who died for 
the liberty of the people of England."

What Is the re¬ 
sult? About 620.000.000 yearly from the tourist 
trade. It ts the big business—the mainstay of 
the Hawaiian Islands. What la t he secret? 
It is not a secret. It is an appreciation of 
human nature, and is based on an under¬ 
standing that man Is a friendly animal 8o 
the good people of Hawaii make their visitors 
understand that they are anxious to serve 
them and to make their visit enjoyable The 
stranger Is greeted with a smile wherever he 
goes on the Islands. He Is asked Us make 
known his wants and preferences—and when 
the time comes for his reluctant return to hia 
own community he leaves with the hope that 
he will be able to come back again to a 
friendly land of friendly people 
Vancouver Island has much to offer that la 
not to be found In Hawaii, even as those 
Islands possess their own unique attractions. 

Manx Prosperity 

L ET us. for a moment, consider another 
Island Everyone has heard of it—the 
Isle of Man. Fifty years ago the Isle of Man 
was not the prosperous place that it Is today. 
Its inhabitants were farming and fishing, just 
aa had their forefathers for hundreds of 
years. There waa a member of The House of 
Keyes named James Roscoe—and he had an 
Idea. He had an eye for beauty In Nature and 
an appreciation of the value of the lore of 
that historic little Island. Rosco? each year 
addressed the local Parliament—The House of 
Keyet— advising that efforts be directed to¬ 
wards developing the tourist trade. He waa 
persistent, and finally he overcame opposition 
and secured a grant of C5.000. He started to 
advertise the Isle and tourists cam*. Two 
years later the grant was increased to £25,000 
—and today the mamsUy of that old island Is 
the tourist trade. But the people of the Isle 
of Man—Just as had the business men of 
Honolulu—knew that they must keep their 
visitors entertained, and they provided enter¬ 
tainment. The Isle of Man Is today one of the 
great tourist places of the world. 

World Famous Place 

T AKE another place, world famous for 1U 
selling of entertainment — Blackpool, 
England. Who has not heard of it? Black¬ 
pool waa just a small fishing town, with no 
particular known attractions until Walter 
Huddlestone came there In 1660 Huddlestons 
was recommended to rest up In some quiet 


seaside place for the benefit of his health, 
and by chance he vent to Blackpool. He was 
a keen business min, and saw possibilities of 
making money through the attraction of 
visitors. He convinced some of the citizens 
to join In with his views and he succeeded In » 
starting the development with the building of 
Raikes Hall. The effects of making Black¬ 
pool known were soon evident. There waa In 
Blackpool at that time a publican who ran 
the Star Inn, John Blckerstaffe, who was 
tourist minded and public spirited. He be¬ 
came the mayor, and later waa honored with 
knighthood. But this Is aside from what he 
did In 1666 He was responsible for starting 
the Winter Oarden, which yi primarily 
erected to provide entertainment for visitors 
It was a great success. This was followed by 
other developments, until today Blackpool has 
a world reputation for providing facilities for 
the entertainment of millions of persons who 
wish to play during their holidays. What is It 
worth? The revenue brought to Blackpool 
annually exceeds £200.000.000. 

Then there la Beauvllle. France. Thirty 
years ago It waa another small place largely 
dependent upon fishing far its upkeep. Today 
U is one of the greatest tourist resorts on the 
continent of Europe. Mention Is made of 
Deauville because it is on the same isotherm 
as Victoria—that means that its climate is 

railar to that of Southern Vancouver Island 

Similar Story—Same Moral 

r ENTION could be made of scores of other 
places made prosperous through develop¬ 
ment of the tourist traffic, but story would 
largely be the same and the moral would be 
identical. It la. to put It concisely you can 
help yourselves to prosperity by developing 
your natural assets and cultivating the facili¬ 
ties for others to enjoy them. 

This tourist traffic la straightforward, legiti¬ 
mate business. Persons who intend to holiday 
plan to buy enjoyment. Those who add to the 
attractions supplied by Nature by an evident 
desire to assist In making possible the fullest 
measure of clean, honest enjoyment will secure 
the business It U a highly competitive de¬ 
velopment. but It la lucrative, and tt is paid 
in cash. 

It differs from other forms of merchandis¬ 
ing. for the satisfied visitor docs not deplete 
the assets, but takes away memories and a de¬ 
sire to return and usually tells others of the 
pleasure experienced. 


M’ 
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Support Advertising 


OW it may be argued Well, we have 
been advertising for tourists. ' That la 


true, and rich returns have resulted from that 
advertising. But that la not enough. We have 
done little. If anything, to develop the oppor¬ 
tunities that our advertising have given. To 
Illustrate: Recently a visitor to Victoria ap¬ 
proached a resident "Please don't think I'm 
getting personal.'* he apologised, “but say. old 
man. what do you people do here after seven 
o'clock if you don't go to bed?" This man was 
not Impertinent. He explained that he and hls 
wife had come to holiday and play. They 
had driven about the district and were de¬ 
lighted—but when the daylight faded they 
were at a loss as to what to do. Those people 
left Victoria the next day. although they had 
come to spend several weeks—and Victoria 
lost .the money they Intended to spend 
An organisation la being formed—and la al¬ 
ready under way—to set Victorians to work to 
help themselves. Mayor David Leemlng la 
the chief inspiration of the movement, but the 
enthusiasm of a few cannot succeed if the ma¬ 
jority are apathetic. 8uccem requires the 
united effort of every citizen to make success¬ 
ful a business In which every citizen is a 
partner. 

The movement ts being Initiated in Vic¬ 
toria. but those responsible for It are not 
parochial. They realize that Vancouver 
Island as a whole la a wonderland and that 
organization of all the communities of the 
Island into one great, progressive movement la 
essential to local and general advantage from 
the business of giving the absolute In enjoy¬ 
ment of the traveling public. Every person 
can play a part- -and In so doing can aid him¬ 
self or herself, as well as benefiting the com¬ 
munity at large. It means more employment, 
more collateral expansion of Island In¬ 
dustries and more opportunities for develop¬ 
ment along different lines.

There la much that 
can be done, and mere and atUl more aa time 
goes on. The first thing to do la to determine 
on a general plan and work progressively to¬ 
wards Its attainment. At the same time there 
la a great deal, locally, that may be done, and 
much that can be done Individually, for 
friendliness must be the basis of success, and 
friendliness in the mass la impossible without 
friendliness in individuals. 

Yea, Vancouver Island can enjoy greater 
prosperity, with greater assurance of per¬ 
manency of that prosperity if its citizens de¬

S OMETIME in November every year we 
read In the newspapers to whom the 
Nobel Prises have been swarded. There are 
five prises: one to the person who has made 
the most important discovery or invention 
in the domain of physics; one to the person 
who has made the. most important chemical 
d is cove r y or Improvement; one for the most 
important discovery Ur the domain of 
physiology or medicine; one to the person who 
has produced in the field of literature the most 
distinguished work of an idealistic tendency; 
and one to the person who shall have most 
or best promoted the fraternity of nations and 
the Increase of peace. Each prise is about 
$40,000 snd a gold medal. It was the wish 
of Dr. Nobel that the prises be awarded with¬ 
out considering in any way the nationality of 
the persons receiving the swards. 

The donor of these prises. Dr. Alfred Bern- 
hard Nobel, was a distinguished Swedish 
engineer and scientist and the Inventor of the 
explosive known-as dynamite from which he 
made a great fortune. He did not believe in 
leaving large sums of money to relations, but 
preferred to leave his wealth as a contri¬ 
bution to progress in science, literature and 
the furtherance of world peace. It seems a 
strange contradiction that so successful an 
inventor of destruction should leave the money 
made thereby to further peace and the creative 
arts. 

It to thought that Dr. Nobel intended the 
literary prise to be awarded with the object 
of encouraging the writing of good literature 
snd not merely as an award for writers who 
have written their best work years before the 
prise was given. 

Every year but two. the awards for litera¬ 
ture have been made and twice it was divided 
between two writers. You may be interested 
to know some of the writers who have re¬ 
ceived the coveted prise. For 1934 it went 
to Luigi Pirandello, an outstanding Italian 
writer of plays. Last year the sward was 
made to Ivan Bunin, a Russian writer of 
novels and abort atones. The year before. 
1933. It went to the famous English novelist. 
John Oalsworthy. who has since died. 

The first award for literature was made in 
1901, and since then it has been given three 
times to Great Britain, twice to Ireland and 
once to the United States. In 1907 the prise 
went to Rudyard Kipling, author of "Kim" 
and the "Jungle Books"; in 1913 to Rabin- 


Mickey Mouse Grows Up! 
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drainth Tagore, famous Bengalese poet, and 
in 1933 to John Oalsworthy. author of "The 
Forsyte Bags." The prise for 1933 went to 
William Butler Yeats, famous Irish poet and 
playwright, and In 193S to Oeorge Bernard 
8 haw, Irish playwright. The only time the 
literature award has gone to an American was 
when it was made to Sinclair Lewis, author 
of»"Main Street."

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Preparing Geraniums and Fuchsias 
for Winter Storage 


Views of Illustration Stations 


I T li now hlfh um* th»t geranium* and 
lurhsiaa w*r* rrmoveff frwn the b*<U and 
borders to which they have flowered dur- 
toc the Summer month*, and placed to a late 
position lor the Winter. Neither wlU stand 
mare than a degree or 10 of frost, and. once 
they have become damaged through exposure. 
It is elrtemely difficult to Winter them satis¬ 
factorily. v 

The plant* should be lifted from the open 
ground with a small border fork, and the soil 
shaken from the roots. The next step la to cut 
back the lop growth. This Is not wanted now, 
unless H is Intended to can ltout flowering the 
plants to the greenhouse. Few amateurs have 
the space at disposal to do this, and prefer to 
let the plants go practically to rest, storing 
them as closely together as possible With this 
end In view, each branch may be cut back to 
a length of two Inches or three Inches only. 
These short stem* will break Into growth freely 
to the Spring, and provide plenty of cuttings, 
or, alternatively, the young shoots can be 
thinned out and the old plants grown on to 
form shapely specimens In some case*— 
where strong-they will yield welcome blos- 


they will have no need for to much root 
growth. By reducing It, the plant* can b* ac¬ 
commodated to smaller pots This Is not only 
an economy of space, but. Incidentally, makes 
watering easier. Few things are more diffi¬ 
cult than to keep the soil to a large pot in 
good, healthy condition throughout the prin¬ 
ter, when the plant growing to It la practically 
dormant. 

The neat step le to pot the plants For this 
purpose, the smallest pots should be used 
which will comfortably accommodate the roots 
Two or three pieces of broken crock ehould be 
placed to the bottom of each for drainage, end 
this covered wljh a scattering of smaller 
crocks, gravel or coane rubble. A free outlet 
for surplus water Is most Important, and will 
make a greet difference to the eaae with which 
the plants may be wintered. For the same 
reason the soil used tor potting ehould be 


Cutting back can be done with a knife or a 
pair of secateurs, but the letter ere really 
moat convenient, providing' they ere sharp 
enough to cut without bruising Each cut 
should be made Just above the point at which 
a leaf stalk Joins the main stem. The reason 
for this Is that a dormant growth bud Is situ¬ 
ated to the axle of each leaf atalk. and a new 
shoot will start from this later on. If the cut 
la made midway between two of there dormant 
buds a short length of stem win be left with 
DO leaf or shoot to draw sap through It: con¬ 
sequently It will gradually shrlrel and die. and 
the decay may spread a long way before It la 
arrested 

Shorten the Roots 

-serrHEN the shoots have been trimmed off. 
W the plant should be turned round, and 
long roots cut back to a similar manner. In 
their Bummer quarters both fuchsias and 
geraniums make fairly extensive root aystema. 
but. if the stein and leaf growths are reduced. 


Some good potting loam, mixed with about 
one-third Its bulk of sand, and a smaller 
quantity of good moist peat will terra very 
well. 

When all the plants hava been potted, they 
should be given a moderate soaking of water 
from e watering pot fitted with a coarse roee. 

Indoor Treatment 

I F no greenhouse is available, tha plant* may 
be wintered quite safely In a sunny window 
Indoors, thoufh it Is neoemary to warn against 
frost On a cold night H la quite poatfble for 
the temperature near the window In a dwelling 
room to fall well below freeing point. For 
this reason, it Is necessary to remove the 
plants from the window at night and place 
them at the baek of the room. Even during 
the day It Is not advisable to return to the 
window If It la freezing very hard out of doors. 

It is possible to Winter geraniums and fuch¬ 
sias In an unheated frame, providing the 
weather la not too severe and proper precau¬ 
tions are taken against frost. Dried leaves, 
bracken or straw should be heaped around the 
skies of the frame as thickly as possible, and 
sufficient sacks or mats kept at hand to cover 
the glass three or four layers deep during cold 


Group of Five Renowned 
Jerseys Exhibited at 
Royal Winter Fair 

A MONO the many famous Jersey cattle 
seen at the Royal Winter Fair this year 
In Toronto were five high-producing Jersey 
cows that average 1.053 pounds of f*t, or 
U16 pounds of butter. This outstanding group 
of cattle, the first of Its kind ever assembled 
in Canada, was sponsored by the Canadian 
Jersey Cattle Club. 

The queen of this group was Brampton 
Basllus, world s record dairy cow over all 
breeds for fat production on three times a day 
milking. She is again on test, and is making 
strong bid to beat her former record of 1313 
pounds of fat and 18.013 pounds of milk, an 
almost unbelievable performance. 

It seems almost beyond the scope of reality 
that this little cow —she only weighs #50 
pounds—has produced 188 per cent more but¬ 
ter in 385 days than her own weight, and 
twenty times her own weight In milk. Basilua 
is owned by B . R Bull & Bon. Brampton. 

Two Worthy Matrons 

F ROM the well-known Avondale herd of 
Hon. A. C. Hardy. Brockvllle. Ontario, 
came two worthy matrons In Beatrice of New¬ 
ington and Bombay’* Jolly Rose. Beatrice, 
along with Brampton Basllus. are the only 
two living cows in Canada that have been 
guests of honor at a banquet. Beatrice holds 
the third highest Jersey butter fat record for 
Canada with 1.037 pounds of fat and 15J17 
pounds of milk, with an average teat of 6.52 
per cent. Rose bays Jolly Rose has not only 
been in the public eye as a producer, but has 
many show-ring prises and championships to 
her credit. Her production certificate shows 
16,077 pounds of mllfc(£nd 1.004 pounds of fat. 
and stands fourth In the Jersey Hall of 
Famous Performers. 

Great Milk Record 

A NOTHER famous cow from the Brampton 
herd Is Maple s Majesty’s Beauty Bhe 
has i74 pounds of fat from 20300 pounds of 
milk. Her milk record stands second In Can¬ 
ada and is the highest Jersey milk record 
made In North Amerlca’slnce 1030. Standard s 
Comtesse. also from Brampton, has 033 pounds 
of fat from 13.172 pounds of milk, with a teat 
of 7X0 per cent, and Is one of Canada's hlgh- 


Bprtng planting failures are caused by setting 
out plants before the fipst Is out of the ground. 
As a result the plants become dormant. 

Planting can be done successfully In 
November and even December, provided frost 
has not been deep or severe enough to reduce 
the soil heat too severely. Perennial* can 
be separated and transplanted any time in 
the Pall If there Is enough warmth left to give 
their roots some start before severe weather. 

The soil must contain moisture if the plants 
are to weather through. This fact makes the 
FaQ planting season an Ideal one. for after 
the rains of this season the ground usually 
la full of moisture. This gives the plants a 
leslatance to cold weather. Artificial water¬ 
ing Is essential If the earth seems to lack the 
necessary moisture at the planting time. 


Yorkshires Proved to Be 
Most Prolific Breed 
of Swine in Britain 


T OC profitable production of pigs depends 
to a great extent on the breed that tha 
farmer selects. 

The three chief bacon breeds raised In 
Canada are the Yorkshire. Berkshire and 
Tam worth, and each of these breeds has its 
following of enthusiasts. 

When a producer is deciding which of these 
breeds to use for his foundation stock there 
are many points to be taken Into consideration; 
and not the least of these points Is the 
number of pigs that a sow will farrow and 
rear. 

With this in mind the results of a four- 
year experiment undertaken by the National 
Pig Breeders' A ssociation of Orest Britain 
will be of considerable interest to pig pro¬ 
ducers. 

For the purpose of this experiment mem¬ 
bers of the association were requested to furnish 
statistics as to the number of pigs farrowed 
by each tow and the number of pigs reared.

The Garden Week by Week 

for their flowering period are most attractive. 
These include various kinds of ericas, notably 
the tree heather. Erica Codonodcs and Erica 
Vleitchil. of which the foliage is the moat 
restful shade of tnoat green that could be de¬ 
sired. They are always beautiful. but, never 
more so than when the hundreds of little buds 
are showing in preparation for the first hint 
of Spring. Erica Arborea and Erica Alpina are 
very nearly like the above, but their leaves are 
hardly as fine. Erica Australia has a bluer- 
green color, and is very striking when the 
flower buds are beginning to show. 

Snow Danger 

T ffE only Winter trouble with this class of 
heaths cornea when there is a heavy fall 
of snow, which seems to cling to them more 
than to most plants and bends them down, 
often breaking them. Erica Strict*, which, 
unlike the above, only finishes flowering In the 
late Fall. Is very striking in the Winter garden 
with Its curiously fuzzy foliage, which makes 
such an attractive setting for the rusty red of 
the faded flowers, clustered at the tips of the 
rigid upright growths. A much more lively 
green is that of Erica Carnes, which comes 
' into flower early in January. In fad, it la 
coming Into bloom at the present writing. 

There is also something to be said for Erica 
Bcoparia in a Winter garden, not so much for 
their leaves, which are often conspicuous by 
their absence, but on account of 4helr flower 
buds, which are showing color even now. 

Laurustlnus, a very popular shrub in Vic¬ 
toria. is a splendid thing for Winter. Its leaves 
are attractive, and It is always in bloom by 
Christmas and keeps on until well on In the 
Spring 

Th« Laurel 

T HE feiglish laurel, though very common. 

has a distinct place in the Winter garden 
and may be grown either free or trimmed. In 
any case its glossy leaves have a homelike, if 
somewhat sombre, appearance. 

Then there are a host of other ever g re e ns 
which may be used with advantage either in 
masses or as specimen plants The berberla; 
the box. a plant of a hundred uses from edg¬ 
ing to topary; the veronicas particularly buxi- 
fotla and traverst and the holly cak are some 
examples. 


The great value of theee figures is the fact 
that they represent the experience of actual 
producers and cover thousands of litters.

I T la not until Fall gives way to Winter that 
the full beauty of many shrubs, evergreens 
and trees becomes manifest. This is by no 
me*ns a matter of comparative values or of 
contrast. In the absence of flowers of all 
kinds and with the deciduous trees and shrubs 
devoid of leaves, evergreens, with the field to 
themselves, will meet with a fuller apprecia¬ 
tion than they enjoy at other seasons of the 
year. What I wish particularly to refer to in 
these notes is the number of varieties possess¬ 
ing those peculiar and intrinsic merits which 
are never seen to such advantage as in the 
Winter. 

Take, for instance, the dwarf Scotch pine. 
Pin us Sylventris Aurea, in all respects, except 
in color, a miniature of the type. This Utile 
tree has been a dingy yellowish green all Bum¬ 
mer, but In the late Fall it begins to change 
the color of its leaves, withdrawing the green 
and intensifying the yellow, so that by De¬ 
cember it takes on the look of polished brass. 

Winter Coloring 

r aome extent the same change takas 
place in other golden-leaved conifers 
The alow-growing Lawson cypress takes on an 
unusual brilliance In Winter, but even more 
marked is the same change in the more beau¬ 
tiful Cypress Macrocarpa. 

Aurea. the feathery foliage of which is borne 
on chestnut-red stems, has the appearance of 
having been gilded from base to Up. Of the 
golden Junipers and many other conifers, mueh 
more might be said. 

Then we have these two beautiful forms of 
Calluna Aurea and Cuprea. These are often 
classed as heaths and are of little beauty in 
Summer, for as flowering varieties they are 
poor; but the early Winter brings to one a 
golden yellow and to the other a warm cop¬ 
pery tint, both of which are most effective, 
particularly when the leaves are wet. 

Winter Blues 

A S it la with the gold, the yellow and the 
copper, so it is with the blues. We have 
the somewhat cold blue of Cednis AtlanUea 
Olauca and some of the pines and spruees 
and cypresses. Borne of the dwarf or slow- 
growing Thuyas change their pale green of 
Bummer almost to the bloom of the ripe plum. 
The common Juniper changes Its Bummer 
bluish-green to a more intensely blue shade at 
the same time as the Scotch pine is putting 
on its Winter color, and the dwarf prostrate 
form gets even more blue than the type. 

Fin« Berries 

T HE evergreen cotone a* tors teem to get 
brighter and more metallic in the Winter, 
and with their berries make a wonderful 
splash The deciduous varieties are beautiful 
also by reason of their berries, so that one may 
forgive the absence of foliage Borne plants 
get whiter in Winter: for instance. Truer!ura 
Frutlcians. whose leaves and branches both 
take on a very white appearance. 

In shrubs other than conifers, with green 
leaves land a fresh and kindly green is very 
cheering In Winter*, it always seems to tht 
writer that those plants that are getting ready

I LLUSTRATION Stations form one di¬ 
vision of the Dominion Experiments! 
Farms. They are contact points. Unking 
up the centrally located Experimental Farms 
with the problems of out-lying districts. To 
such placet the results of the work on Ex¬ 
perimental Farms can be taken and tried out 
under local environment. Conversely they 
prove of immense value in helping to plan 
investigational work at experimental centres. 

In all cases truth determined by the experi¬ 
mental farms has no value unless it is put to 
work. 

There are seventeen Illustration Station* in 
British Columbia, three of which are located 
on Vancouver Island, namely, at Duncan. Al¬ 
bemi and Courtenay. All told there are two 
hundred and ten functioning in Canada; but 
it is our purpose, at this time, to deal with the 
three on Vancouver Island. 

In planning any farm programme, a long¬ 
time view must necessarily be taken tn order 
to develop the entire farm as one balanced 
unit. Farm management, then, together with 
approved cultural practices in the field, form 
a study, the results of which often, if not 
always, separate the poor from the good 
farmer. Not performing a cultural operation 
when It should be done is poor management. 
Untimely operations such as hoeing and cul¬ 
tivating hoed crops adversely affects the yield. 
These are points that do not require the 
kenrtces of an Illustration Station to bring out. 

It Is, however, to the advantage of thoee in a 
district to have a centrally located unit 
whereby favorable or unfavorable practices are 
followed and comparative revolts noted to 
guide them in some particular problem on 
their own farm. 

Illustration Stations are trial centres for 
various varieties of field crops. The varied 
soil and climatic conditions on Vancouver 
Island afford ample study along varietal lines, 
particularly with potatoes Wc know that 
some varieties do -better under dry conditions 
than others. Here again the Individual farmer 
may be his own experimenter to excellent ad¬ 
vantage. Speaking of potatoes brings to mind 
the fertilizer trials carried out every year on 
potatoes at each of the three stations under 
discussion. 

When to Apply Fertilizers ’ 

A PROJECT was started in 1B31 for the 
purpose of determining the most op¬ 
portune time of applying commercial ferti¬ 
lisers to the hoed cropi A 3-10-8 mixture is 
used, applied at the rate of 1.000 pounds per 
acre. In .addition all plots are manured at 
sixteen tons of stable “manure per acre, check 
areas are also r es erve d Fertiliser is applied 
broadcast before planting time. Applying In 
the drill at time of planting is also com¬ 
pared with broadcasting on the surface at the 
time of planting. Plots are replicated twice. 

In 1933 applying fertiliser two months be¬ 
fore planting the potatoes gave the highest 
return of marketable potatoes on all three 
stations. This was particularly true at Al- 
berni. where an extremely dry Bummer fol¬ 
lowed very heavy Spring rains. By broad - 
casting 1 early in March, soluble nutrients are 
brought into available form for plant use, 
rendering considerably increased yields which 
amounted to 4-43 tons per acre over the check 
plot. Thus we see a decided advantage in 
broadcasting commercial fertilier early, 
especially where Summer droughts prevail. 

Livestock Improvement 

A LL operators with dairy herds now keep 
milk records. This is an important fac¬ 
tor In successful dairying and is the first step 
In Intelligent herd management. Purebred 
•ires of approved breeding, head all herds on 
the Ill ustration Stations Oood livestock man¬ 
agement must necessarily go hand tn hand 
with the development of the forage crop end of 
the business. The minimum quantity obtain 
feeds should be purchased If care and good 
Judgment are exercised in bringing all de¬ 
partments into balanced production. With 
the Increased production of forage crops, 
marketing of same should be Increasingly ef¬ 
fected through the milk pail route or as choice 
beef 

Swine herds of Yorkshires or Berkshire* 
predominate Illustration Stations are centres 
from which may be obtained breeding stock 
of excellent quality and type 

Many Other Projects 

S PACE la too limited to dwell In detail at 
this time on the full programme under 
way at each station. Crop rotation work that 
takes In the entire operator’s farm la now ad¬ 
vocated. and. in some instances already 
planned for. Weed control by cultural 
methods and chemical spray* are studied. 
Each operator makes a weekly return of work 


Perennial borders, flower beds, and a small 
but well-kept lawn will go a long way to¬ 
wards reflecting the aspirations and person¬ 
ality of those who are willing to make the ef¬ 
fort through the medium of beautifying the 
home grounds. 


Varietal Resistance of 
Plants to Disease Is 
Subject of Research 

By W JONES 

T IE testing of different varieties. of plants 
trlUi retard to their degree of reelstanee 
to dlflertnt diseases Is part of the routine trortt 
of the Plant Pathology Laboratory. Seanlch- 
ton. 

This Is being done under laboratory and 
greenhouse conditions to the laboratory gar¬ 
dens and In the field whenever poestble. 

Thirteen different varieties of potatoes have 
been tested to this manner for their degree of 
resistance to the well-known rhlaoetonla dis¬ 
ease Potato tuber# were planted In soil thor¬ 
oughly Inoculated with the causal organism 
When the sprouts were well developed an esti¬ 
mate of the seventy of the disease on them 
was obtained It was found that all the plants 
became Infected under such conditions, and 
there was no consistent evidence that any one 
variety waa superior to the others. High mois¬ 
ture content of the soli during the early 
growth period Is considered to be one of the 
most important factors favoring tha develop¬ 
ment of this disease. 

The susceptibility of thirteen different vari¬ 
eties of potato tuber, ta the leak disease was 
also determined, but none of them showed any 
significant difference under laboratory condi¬ 
tions. The leak disease la often serious in 
storage and also Immediately after planting 
tn Spring Tha chief factor favoring the de¬ 
velopment of this disease Is high temperature. 
It will rarely develop below 40 degrees Fahr¬ 
enheit. 

Test* WiHi Mjngelt — 

F OUR different varieties of mangel roots 
have also been tested with regard to their 
resistance to storage rot. In this case the 
roots were Inoculated with tht causal organism 
and comparative observations on the degree 
of Infection made. These varieties wet s also 
kept undev actual storage conditions and the 
number of diseased Foots checked All were 
susceptible to Infection, but the Long Red 
variety waa tha moat resistant under the eon- 
dltiona of testing 

The downy mildew of the hop haa caused 
serious looses to British Columbia growers. 
The Fugglea variety, however, haa been found 
to be practically resistant. Ooldlngs. another 
variety, has alao proved more reetstant than 
the Clusters variety, which la extensively 
grown. Disease resistance Is. however, rela¬ 
tive. depending considerably on existing en¬ 
vironmental condition*. Under favorable con¬ 
dition* for disease development, a resistant 
variety may become affected. 

WUt disease of esters Is a serious disease, 
and varieties claimed to be resistant In other 
parte of the continent are being tested. So 
far no variety or strain has shown any con¬ 
sistent difference to resistance 
Besides laboratory and greenhouse work, a 
constant check la kept by members of the 
laboratory staff on plants showing signs of 
disease resistance under field conditions. 
Counts on the percentage of plants Infected 
end the degree of Infection ta recorded end 
kept from year to year. In this manner a 
comparative analysis of disease resistance over 
a period of years under varying conditions ran 
be arrived at. 


Plant the paper white narcissus bulbs you 
wish to grow for Winter use In the born* 
tn pots of sod and put Into a cool dark place, 
watering thoroughly at the time they are 
planted and once a month thereafter. They 
mutt be allowed to root In tha dark not Isas 
than six to eight weeks, when they may be 
brought up to the light aa they are derind, 
a: Intervals of a week or ten days. 

They should be kept to a fairly oool light 
plac- until they hava a growth of about two 
or three inches, at which time they may be 
brought Into a warm room and forced rapidly.

The 
bulbs may by saved and planted outdoors to 
the Spring

I. Palls, cans and bottles should be rinsed 
with cold water, washed with hot water and a 
washing powder, sterilised with boiling water 
or steam or by use of a chemical steriliser, 
and then drained and thoroughly dried out by 
heat or sun ,

Arsenic in Hair and Nails 
May Give Clue, to 
Murder 


It may be a happy augury for 
future relations between the Free 
8 tate and its nearest neighbor that 
the British Museum has cordially 
accepted the invitation of the Free 
Stale Museum to send their rep¬ 
resentatives to help supervise the 
work. Indeed, in one district of the 
King's County <B§w Offaly» a rep¬ 
resentative of the British Museum 
has had the sole direction of opera¬ 
tions on the site of an ancient 
church. «Many beautiful specimens 
of early Celtic craftsmanship have 
been brought to light. 

Works have now been undertaken 
in Cocfc, Waterford. Limerick. Meath.

LONDON <BUP>.—If arsenic i*: 
found in the hair and nails of a 
dead person, can it be proved that 
the poison was administered during 
life? 

The answer has an Important 
bearing on murder cases, and Dr» 
Sydney Smith an& E B. Hendry, of 
the University of Edinburgh, claim 
to have found it. 

Writing in The Brttisl} Mcdicai 
Journal, they state that arsenic ab ' 
sorbed Into the hair during life, 
cannot be removed by prolonged 
soaking. This, they suggest, might 
be a basis for distinguishing be¬ 
tween arsenic administered during 
life and arsenic introduced into a 
body by water percolating through 
arsenic containing soil. 

MAJOR SIGNIFICANCE 

The presence and distribution of 
arsenic in the hair, nails and skin, 
state the doctors, has been a major 
significance in many cases. 

Another important discovery is 
that If araenlc has been absorbed 
over a short period into growing 
hair or nails from living body 
fluids, the distribution will not be 
even As the hair grows, an 
arsenic-containing band grows with 
it, followed by an arsenic-free zone. 

Over a long period of administra¬ 
tion. however, more and more of 
the hair contains arsenic, till the 
poison becomes evenly distributed. 

Evenly distributed arsenic in the 
hair, however, may al&o be caused 
by absorption from outside.

*nd involved travel in many states, 
ner aim being to embrace in her 
investigations a group representative 
of the widest variety of typical 
esses, ranging from those of modest 
means to the very wealthy, and In¬ 
cluding every social rank. 

“There aeems to be no doubt." said 
M**t «toot. in discussing her. re¬ 
search work, "that the economic 
stress which has affected people of 
all classes foe the last few years has 
had s tendency to check the wave 
of divorces. Certainly It Is true that 
infidelity on the part of husbands 
accounts for a very small percentage 
of divorce suits brought by wives, ms 
compared with a few years ago. In 
many Instances I have been told 
that men who In the money-mad 
days were philanderer* have become 
homing hubbies, finding unwonted 
contentment in sane and peaceful 
domestic life.

To hang a picture correctly does 
not merely mean some wire, a hook, 
or a few nails In the wall. It does 
mean, granting you have been 
careful to' select the right picture 
for the right spot, that you are go¬ 
ing to be careful of all details. 

First, place your picture so that 
ita centre of Interest Is on the eye 
level of the people standing In the 
room. A very prevalent mistake Is 
having pictures too high, and a 
picture too high is discontented and 
more trying than one hung too low. 

A picture usually-looks best when 
hung over a mantel, long table, 
sofa, or the like, for furniture gives 
a stabilising effect of an under sup 
pogt. Use your larger pictures over 
your largest furniture and the 
smaller ones over or near the pro 
portionately smaller things. A large 
picture, you see. is too top-heavy 
for a lightweight piece, and the 
imall picture, unless used as one of 
i group.
